Health care: 
What’s next 

President Obama gets to hold a 
signing ceremony for his health care 
overhaul, but the major expansion of 
coverage for uninsured workers and 
their families won’t come until 2014- 
after the next presidential election. 
Here’s what’s happening this year. 

» Sets up a high-risk health insurance 
pool to provide coverage for unin- 
sured people with medical problems. 

» Starting six months after enact- 
ment, requires all health insur- 
ance plans to maintain dependent 
coverage for children until they turn 
26; prohibits insurers from denying 
coverage to children because of pre- 
existing health problems. 

» Bars insurance companies from 
putting lifetime dollar limits on cover- 
age, and canceling policies except for 
fraud. 

» Provides tax credits to help small 
businesses with up to 25 employees 
get and keep coverage for their 
employees. 

» Begins narrowing the Medicare pre- 
scription coverage gap by providing 
a $250 rebate to seniors in the gap, 
which starts this year once they have 
spent $2,830. It would be fully closed 
by 2020. 

» Reduces projected Medicare pay- 
ments to hospitals, home health 
agencies, nursing homes, hospices 
and other providers. 

» Imposes 10 percent sales tax on 
indoor tanning.

Texas congressman says he 
shouted out 1t’s a baby killer’ 


WASHINGTON Texas Repub- 
lican Rep. Randy Neugebauer 
acl^nowledged Monday that he 
is the lawmaker who shouted 
out “baby killer” during a floor 
speech by Rep. Bart Stupak, an 
anti-abortion Democrat whose 
vote was crucial to passage of the 
Democratic health care bill Sun- 
day evening. 

Neugebauer, in his third term 
from a solidly GOP district that 
includes the city of Lubbock, 
said he had apologized to Stupak 
for his outburst, which drew a re- 
buke from the chair during the often-rowdy debate. 

Neugebauer insisted in a statement that he was not refer- 
ring directly to Stupak but to the agreement that the Michi- 
gan Democrat helped work out with the White House. 

That eleventh-hour agreement, under which President 
Obama said he would issue an executive order pledging that 
no federal funds be used for abortions, helped seal the last 
votes Democrats needed to pass the bill. 

He said his exact words, referring to that agreement, were 
“it’s a baby killer.” 

“While I remain heartbroken over the passage of this bill 
and the tragic consequences it will have for the unborn, I 
deeply regret that my actions were mistakenly interpreted as 
a direct reference to Congressman Stupak himself,” he said. 

But Neugebauer also acknowledged that the House cham- 
ber “is a place of decorum and respect. The timing and tone 
of my comment last night was inappropriate.”

Public transit 
booze clues 

Sorry sports fans, CTA buses and trains are not your personal booze 
cruises. With Cubs and Sox openers next month, Going PubHc takes 
a look at where alcohol is welcome. 

CTA 

The CTA does not allow alcohol on its buses and trains. Alcohol isn’t 
even allowed on the CTA charter train, which organizations can rent 
for parties and excursions. Prices start at $1,500 to rent a train during 
non-rush hours. Food, decorations, some sound systems and live 
music are permitted, but alcohol is not. 

The CTA said there were nine private charters last year. Earlier 
this month, Nike rented a train from the Chicago stop on the Brown 
Line to the Southport stop to kick off spring running season. The 
Illinois Railway Museum will rent a train Sunday from the Rosemont 
stop for a Blue Line ride to benefit the museum located in McHenry 
County 

Metra 

Alcohol is permitted on Metra. In 2008, Metra discontinued its 
bar car service, which allowed alcohol to be served on certain trains. 
Metra does ban alcohol for some summer events and festivals 
including Taste of Chicago and Blues Lest, spokesman Michael 
Gillis said. 

Trolleys 

Alcohol is not allowed on the Navy Pier trolleys, which run in a loop 
from the pier to the Grand Red Line stop from Memorial Day to 
Labor Day, pier director of public relations Jon Kaplan said. Booze is 
allowed on private trolleys run by Chicago Trolley and Double Decker 
company, which specializes in pub crawls. Groups can rent a trolley 
for two hours for $336, said John Curran, vice president of charter 
sales. The company charges an additional $45 cleanup fee if alcohol is 
on board. Kegs are not allowed. 

Should the CTA be ‘square? 

Going Public blogged last week about riders who use social media 
service Loursquare to broadcast their whereabouts on the CTA. 

Some readers asked GP why Loursquare doesn’t offer CTA badges 
to reward riders who frequently “check-in” at CTA stations and bus 
routes. 

GP contacted Tristan Walker, director of business development 
at Loursquare, who said the CTA has not approached the company 
about a deal. Walker said Loursquare receives hundreds of badge 
requests a day but the organization has to contact Loursquare to set 
up badges.

Wing gets 
greenlabel

The Art Institute of Chicago’s Modern 
Wing, which already has won its share of 
critical plaudits since opening last year, can 
now tack on another distinction: It’s offi- 
cially green, museum officials said Monday 

The $294 million structure of steel, 
glass and limestone, designed by Italian 
architect Renzo Piano, has been certified 
by the U.S. Green Building Council for sil- 
ver status, the council’s third highest rat- 
ing after platinum and gold. The council’s 
LEED (Leadership in Energy and Envi- 
ronmental Design) system awards credits 
for a variety of energy-saving features. 

The museum’s green features include 
its so-called “flying carpet” sunshade, 
which consists of curving metal blades 
that filter natural light into the building’s 
third-floor galleries. 

Art museums in Denver and Grand 
Rapids, Mich., have achieved higher 
LEED ratings than the Modern Wing, but 
the recognition is still noteworthy and 
continues Chicago’s statistical dominance 
in green design. Chicago, according to the 
Green Building Council, has 139 LEED- 
certified buildings— more than any other 
city Portland is second with 100, Seattle 
third with 97.

The difference may be little more than a 
snap of the finger, but yellow lights on city 
traffic signals are shorter than ones in the 
suburbs. That gap is fast becoming fodder 
for a new and murky front in the battle 
over red-light cameras. 

Most Chicago yellow lights last three 
seconds, the bare minimum recommended 
under federal safety guidelines. In the sub- 
urbs, yellows generally stay on for four to 
four-and-a-half seconds. 

Cameras are touted as an effective tool 
to combat red-light running, but critics 
claim Chicago’s shorter yellows under- 
mine that premise by making it harder for 
motorists to stop in time and inflating the 
volume of tickets. 


City officials insist, however, that Chi- 
cago’s three-second yellows adhere to 
sound engineering principles and predate 
the installation of red-light cameras by 
decades. And they say the number of red- 
light-running violations caught on camera 
is tiny compared with the volume of traffic, 
proof that yellows in the city are not a trap. 

Clouding the dispute have been unsub- 
stantiated charges lobbed by camera op- 
ponents accusing the city of slicing yellows 
significantly below the three-second stan- 
dard at intersections with cameras. De- 
spite strong evidence to the contrary the 
charges have been widely replayed in the 
media and become a factor in Springfield 
as lawmakers weigh stiffer controls on the 
automated devices. 


DID YOU KNOW? 

Chicago now has 186 intersections 
monitored by cameras, by far the most 
of any city in the nation. Last year, the 
$100 fines generated by those cameras 
netted the city more than $59 million. 



Lew traffic control innovations have 
stirred passions and suspicions more than 
red-light cameras, which first began to ap- 
pear in the city in 2003 and in the suburbs 
three years later. 

City and suburban officials insist they 
have turned to cameras only to improve 
safety but there is no question that cam- 
eras also mean big money for cash-starved 
municipal coffers.

Source: Duncan’s 
staff kept list

Michigan doesn’t back away from carp battle

Stung by a second rejection from the U.S. Su- 
preme Court to intervene in the Asian carp de- 
bate and force Illinois to close Chicago-area ship- 
ping locks, Michigan officials said Monday that 
the most important battle is still to come. 

That legal showdown will come April i6, when 
the Supreme Court will consider reopening a 1922 
case that tried to stop Illinois from diverting wa- 
ter from Lake Michigan through the newly built 
Chicago Sanitary and Ship Canal— a vital ship- 
ping corridor that effectively linked the Great 


Lakes and Mississippi River watersheds. 

With destructive Asian carp steadily making 
their way up that man-made waterway toward the 
Great Lakes, Michigan and six other Great Lakes 
states have asked the high court to reverse deci- 
sions that allowed Illinois to operate and maintain 
the shipping canal. 

Michigan Attorney General Mike Cox said, “We 
will continue to focus on the reopening of the di- 
version case in April, with the goal of developing 
an effective plan to protect the entire Great Lakes 
region from the devastating threat of Asian carp.” 


Cox and others, including a growing list of en- 
vironmental advocates, argue that the only sure 
way to keep Asian carp out of Lake Michigan is to 
permanently close locks and dams at the mouth of 
the Chicago River and in the Calumet-Sag Chan- 
nel. 

Critics of that proposal, which include Illinois, 
state and federal wildlife officials and the shipping 
industry, say shutting the locks would devastate 
boating and cargo shipping businesses in Chicago 
and not effectively keep Asian carp and other in- 
vasive species from reaching the Great Lakes. 


ACORN disbanding because of money woes, scandal 


The once mighty community activist group 
ACORN announced Monday it is folding amid 
falling revenues — six months after video footage 
emerged showing some of its workers giving tax 
tips to conservative activists posing as a pimp and 
prostitute. 

“It’s really declining revenue in the face of a se- 
ries of attacks from partisan operatives and right- 
wing activists that have taken away our ability to 


raise the resources we need,” ACORN spokesman 
Kevin Whelan said. 

Several of its largest affiliates, including 
ACORN New York and ACORN California, 
broke away this year and changed their names in 
a bid to ditch the tarnished image of their parent 
organization and restore revenue that ran dry in 
the wake of the video scandal. 

acorn’s financial situation and reputation 


went into free fall within days of the videos’ re- 
lease in September. Congress reacted by yanking 
acorn’s federal funding, private donors held 
back cash and scores of ACORN offices closed. 

Bertha Lewis, the CEO of ACORN, which 
stands for the Association of Community Organi- 
zations for Reform Now, alluded to financial hard- 
ships in a weekend statement as the group’s board 
prepared to deliberate by phone.

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Bulls star’s rise coincides with an image adjustment

REDEYE 

If first impressions are everything, then Joakim Noah’s introduction to Chicago 
was unforgettable. Noah will forever be remembered as the guy on draft day 2007 
who wore a tan seersucker suit more suited for a Southern cotillion than a basket- 
ball ceremony and a new Bulls hat that barely tamed his frizzy curls. 

Three years later, the seersucker suit has been shelved— but not forgotten— and 
fans have seen a softer, more serious side of Noah, who returned from an injury 
Saturday after missing 10 games. 15 )u’re less likely to catch Noah onTMZ, where he 
starred in May as the guy partying in St. Barts with a topless lady friend. Or catch 
him in the papers for team infighting like in 2008, when Bulls players voted to 
increase his suspension after he got into a verbal spat with an assistant coach. 


No, Noah has toned down his image 
and increased focus on his game. The 
25-year-old center-forward was averag- 
ing 10.6 points and 11.2 rebounds per 
game this season entering Monday up 
from 6.6 points and 5.6 rebounds in 2007- 
08, his rookie year. However, he was side- 
lined for 10 games with plantar fasciitis in his 
left foot before his return Saturday 

RedEye caught up with him after a recent 
Bulls loss; the team failed to win during the 
most recent stretch he sat out. He talked 
about how he has improved as a player— and 
his passion for fashion. 

“{It’s} just being a little more comfortable 
with what’s asked of me,” Noah told RedEye. 
“I know I’m going to play a lot. I know what 
my role is. It’s my third year so I’ve experi- 
enced a lot already— good and bad— and I feel 
like it’s helped me as a player.” 

Before his injury in January this had been 
called Noah’s breakout season. In three De- 
cember games, for example, he collected 20 or 


more rebounds while scoring in double digits. 
In January he scored 20 points in the Bulls’ 
110-96 win over Minnesota. 

But shades of the fiery Noah also re- 
emerged. In December, he quarreled with 
LeBron James for celebrating an imminent 
Cleveland win. The next game, against the 
Toronto Raptors, Noah was ejected after 
two technical fouls. He was fined $15,000 for 
throwing a ball into the stands. 

“I feel like I’m a normal human being, and 
at the end of the day I’m in a situation where 
people are put to judge us because we’re in the 
spotlight but at the same time, I feel like I’m 
very comfortable with who I am,” Noah said. 
“I’m not scared to say what I feel.” 

It is this intensity that resonates with No- 
ah’s fans. If this is indeed Noah’s breakout 
season, then last year’s Game 6 in the playoffs 
against Boston was his breakout game. 

His steal, dunk and free throw in the wan- 
ing seconds of triple overtime helped lift the 
Bulls over the Celtics 128-127. After that dunk.

Noah clenched his fists and yelled. 

Gaz Halim of Bartlett could feel Noah’s pas- 
sion as a spectator in the stands. 

“That was the defining moment,” said Halim, 
29. “People always talked about how goofy he is, 
but he plays with a lot of heart and intensity” 

Halim said he first noticed the Bulls star a 
few years ago as a member of the University of 
Florida basketball team, which won two national 
championships with Noah. 

“I think it’s maybe his hair; he sticks out,” 
Halim said. 

At 6-foot-ii, Noah seems to stick out wherev- 
er he goes, which could make it difficult for him 
to avoid bad press. He was arrested and charged 
in 2008 with marijuana possession and having an 
open container while visiting Gainesville, Fla. 
Noah paid a fine and passed his six-month proba- 
tion stemming from those charges. 

“I do go out, but I’m just a little careful about 
what I do,” Noah said. “Now there’s all these 
camera phones.” 

Noah was born to Cecilia Rhode, a former 
Miss Sweden, and ex-tennis player Yannick Noah 
in New Y)rk City In November, Noah and his fa- 
ther graced the cover of GQ France. In the cover 
photo, Noah wore his trademark locks, remi- 
niscent of Sideshow Bob from “The Simpsons,” 
slicked back and a Hght smile instead of a scowl. 

Brittany Raimondo, a Noah fan for about a 
year, said it’s his ease with fans (he signed two 
autographs for her this year) that makes him at- 
tractive. 

“It’s his personality that makes him cute,” said 
Raimondo, 18, of Naperville. “I think maybe if he 
cuts his hair a little bit. He has a really good sense 
of style.” 

Noah is known as “Stickity” (“ ’cause I’m 
skinny”) and for his fashion sense. Noah said his 
teammates rag on him because he prefers John 
\^rvatos, who had his own Converse sneaker 
line, to Gucci and Louis Vuitton, favorite labels 
among Bulls players. And don’t forget his seer- 
sucker suit. 

“I thought that the seersucker is a great look 
even though I got hate for it,” said Noah, who 
didn’t rule out a futtxre seersucker cameo. “Seer- 
sucker shorts.

Strategies to project 
your beauty by tackling 
your trouble areas

Unless you’re an Olympian or a run- 
way model, you probably have a zone. 

A certain body bulge that bedevils you 

in dressing rooms and taunts you at the 
gym. “A very small percentage of wom- 
en are perfect hourglasses; the vast 
majority have at least one trouble 
zone, ” said Clinton Kelly, styling 
star of TLCs “What Not to 
Wear. ’’ “Some women think 
camouflaging means cover- 
ing it up so no one can see 
it. That’s not always the 
best approach. ” 

So what is? Here are some 
wardrobe tips from Kelly 
and bicoastal stylist/ward- 
robe consultant Eric Himel, 
who adds that “your No. 1 thing 
is to find a good tailor. ” 


Big upper arms 

Kelly: “Honestly, the best way to camouflage arms is with a sleeve. Look for kimono sleeves in summer or a mi- 
crofiber jersey, three-quarter sleeve, with a print. Believe it or not, sometimes a little cap sleeve or a little bit of 
puff on the shoulder can help balance out narrow shoulders and big arms. And tailoring down from a larger size is 
definitely annoying, but sometimes it has to be done.” 

Himel: "A lot of people are asking me about underpinnings, and I love a Wolford three-quarter-sleeve top because 
it’s form-fitting but the material is kind of thick. It’s almost like a Spanx for your arm. If you wear something that 
will accent your waist-a little shrug-your eye will be drawn there instead of to your arms.” 

What not to wean “What you definitely do not want Is for a sleeve to cut across the widest part of the arm and 
bust,” Kelly said. “That just makes everything look bigger.” 


A woman 
with a belly 

Kelly: “The best way to cam- 
ouflage a tummy is with a 
jacket, jacket, jacket, jacket. 
I’m not saying a suit jacket. 
I’m saying a denim jacket, 
cotton canvas, corduroy, 
velvet. Plus, jackets are what 
we call ‘completer’ pieces. 
They make you look like 
you’re wearing an outfit. 
They strengthen a shoul- 
der-less emphasis on the 
midsection. If you wear it 
open, it creates a nice verti- 
cal line. Make sure it closes 
comfortably. Also, you want 
to be really careful about 
the rise on your pants. Aim 
for about an inch below the 
belly button. 

Himel: “Obviously, Spanx 
and those types of body 
shapers do help. You don’t 
want anything too clingy, 
and you kind of need an 
optical illusion. That’s why 
wrap dresses and wrap tops 
work. They go around and 
cover.” 

What not to wear: “If you 

have a small bust and big 
tummy, an empire waist is 
not going to work,” Kelly 
said. “That works best if your 
bust is slightly bigger.” 
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A guy with a gut 

Kelly: “When I put on weight, it 
goes right to my tummy, so you 
hardly see me these days without 
a jacket on. ... If you’re going to 
wear a shirt and pants, make sure 
the [untucked] shirt fits well and 
doesn’t cover the crotch.’’ 

HImel: “You want a straight-leg 
kind of pant. Men love to put cuffs 
on pants, but you want to make 
your leg look fluid and stream- 
lined. Also wear your pant longer, 
so you have a break in it, with the 
bottom a half-inch off the floor. If 
you can wear a dress shoe with a 
little heel, it’s going to elongate.’’ 
What not to wear: “Men always 
think pleats help guts, and it’s the 
opposite,’’ Himel said. “Pleats cre- 
ate tenting.’’ 


A robust bust 

Kelly: “The best way to minimize is with a 
V-neck. This comes back to showing a little 
bit of skin. It’s about creating verticality. You 
want to make sure you aren’t showing too 
much skin; it can look a little trashy. You need 
an arsenal of camisoles. Do a nice V-neck 
with a cami to add a little coverage. You’re 
creating an illusion of a longer neck, and that 
creates a longer body overall.’’ 

Himel: “A large bust can really shorten your 
torso. The No. 1 thing is, you’ve got to be fit- 
ted for a proper bra. They need to be up, the 
proper height. With tailoring, darts are your 
friend. Darts that go underneath and in 
toward your body will show you have a 
shape.’’ 

What not to wear: “A turtleneck is the 
worst thing you can wear if you’re 
looking to de-emphasize a large 
bust,’’ Kelly said. 



A voluptuous tush 

Kelly: “If you have a small waist, large tush, 
the best tool to have is a good tailor. Look 
for pants that fit your largest part. You 
can have two little darts put in if your tush 
is much larger, or a little nip in the back 
center.’’ 

Himel: “The idea is to show your pluses. 
Show the waist or do it with a belt. ... You 
always need to get jeans one size smaller 
than you think. Because if you have a big 
butt and have any kind of saggy material in 
the butt, it’s going to look worse. You don’t 
want to get a pant that’s too full, but a nice 
straight-leg pant. It comes in at the waist 
and should go straight down; you want the 
pant a half-inch off the ground to lengthen 
the whole leg.’’ 

What not to do: “Tuck,” Kelly said. 


Rubenesque legs 

Kelly: “Hem your top to midhip and 
don’t cover the crotch. A straighter 
leg pant, a trouser leg jean, that goes 
straight down from the widest part 
of the hip down the leg, with a pointy 
toe heel, is the most lengthening.” 
Himel: “Go up in size to accommo- 
date [the thighs] and take the waist 
in. Stick with A-line skirts and dress- 
es-so flattering.” 

What not to wear: “Anything with 
skinny in the label,” Kelly said. “You 
don’t want something that’s vacuum- 
sealed to the thigh.”
